2. Discontinue sending papers after date of expiration unless subscription is renev;ed and paid for. (This 


ruling to be effective October 1,1918.)

3. Discontinue the use of all samples or free promotion copies. 
4. Discontinue giving copies to anybody except for office working copies or where required by statute 


law in the case of official advertising. 


5. Discontinue giving free copes to advertisers, except not more than one copy each for checking purposes. 


. The Capital Times has given its fullest co-operation to all war time activities authorized by the National adminis:r£- 


tion and has cheerfully complied with all orders .affecting its business. This policy must continue and it therefore asks 
its patrons for their co-operation in order that the above rules may be complied with in both spirit and in letter. 


Subscribers are asked to note Kule 2. It provides that papers must be discontinued at the expiration of subscrip- 


tion unless renewed and paid for.

Among1 those 
which have recently come to our no- 
tice, a specimen in the State Histor- 
ical Musium merits special attention 
i:id description. This interesting ax- 
ample of the ancient axe-maker's 
craft was obtained at the locality 
known as Pheasant Branch, in Mid- 
dicta!} township, near the northwest- 
ern angle of Lake Mandota, in Dane 
county. It is rather well fashioned 
of syenite and measures 9% inches 
in length and 4 inches in •width at 
the handle groove, tv-hjch passes over 
three surfaces of the 
implement. 


This groove is 1H: inches in width 
and of good depth, and is bounded 
above and below by fairly prominent 
ridges. Tbe poll of the axe is about 
IVi inches high. Tho blade narrows 
gradually from the groove to the 
dulled cutting edge -which is about 
three inches in width. The two fac- 
es of the blade are convex, its front 
being slightly flattened and the broad 
back concava from the poll to the i 
point. 


The blade is smooth but not j>ol- 


ish.ed and is devoid of ornnmeata- 
tion.

UST how much war revenuu you could raitie 
by an excess profits tax like England's lev- 


ied on all American excess profits, I do r.ot ven- 
ture to predict. It would, at all events, be si 
sum more, than double that which you now 
propose. Unfortunately, the information cor.- 
veycd by the tables which I have prepared, is 
too limited to bo specific on this point, For the 
u-oi'k of making a1 complete tabul.'iiion was too 
large c;nd coo expensive for ma to undertake. In 
fact it was impossible, as many companies, for 
cr.e reason or another, do nob publish annual re- 
ports, although, in view of the right of Congress 
nr.d the public to know who is making money 
out of thc war ;ind how much, it would .seem that 
they should be recurred to do so.

GAIN, it is immensely important, as a mea-

They arc, 
for the present, 'in Europe fighting our battles, 
and consequently they are unable to speak for 
themselves. 
"We should therefore make it n 


point of honor to take care of their interests 
during their absence by seeing to it that, when 
they return, they and their families will not find 
themselves embarrassed any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary by a great bonded debt, to be 
paid as bonded debts always have been, out of 
the pocket of the average citizen. 


•President Wilson has not only seen the ne- 


cessity of keeping down the bonded debt by levy- 
ing heavy excess profits, income,'luxury and in- 
heritance taxes; he has acted upon his convic- 
tions personally, as well as through Mr. MeArtoo. 


It is an open secret.that, not long ago, the 


President sent word to leaders of both Houses 
thr.t he -wouM ndjourn 
promise him a revenue 


i.ion of n few pleasant but non-essential luxuries. 
In contributing hundreds of thousands of dol- • 
lars1, I would retilly be sacrificing nothing 
in 


comparison to my :friend, who would be giving

The Federal Trade Commission's report 


to the Senate, dated June 28th, 1913, is an 
admirable and yet a grnvely discouraging 
document. For it shows that the profiteers 
have literally been having-the time of their 
lives at the expense of the United States 
and the Allies. The report closes with a 
significant quotation from President Wil- 
son's message to Congress: 


"The profiteering'that cannot be got at 


by the restraints of conscience and love of 
country can be got at by taxation." 


Congress, however, does not yet seem to 


have made up its mind to "get at" profiteer- 
ing by taxation. Or, to be more accurate, 
the Vvnys and Means Committee seems to 
luivc made up its mind to "get at" proCtecr- 
ing to less than 50 per cent of the extent 
that Parliament has actually got at it. 
But still I ain certain that Congress will hive 


the whole-hearted support of the public, if it 
follows President Wilson's 
recommendations, 


however pitifully a few of our more unregencrate 
profiteers and their newspapers may ho\v! to 
heaven. Even last year the people Were con- 
vinced that the stand now taken by'Mr. Wilson 
was right; and they went on record to that ef- 
fect whenever there was an opportunity, though 
the profiteers were then much bolder in their 
efforts to prevent larjre war taxes than they are. 
now. As you may remember, a year ago last 
spring1, a committee was formed in New York 
City to urge income ;inH excess profits taxes on 
something like the English scale. We appeared 
before your Committee and asked that wur ex- 
penses should be divided between bonds and tax- 
es on a fifty-fifty ba:jis. Immediately, although

Profiteer Tactic*. 


T 


HE committee was made up of men of un- 
doubted loyalty and high standing; most of 


them had been ^fighting for democracy for years 
before we entered the war. Our loyalty to 


' America needed no endorsement. But our pro- 


posals wera: promptly labelled by profiteer-con- 
trolled papers as "attempts to make the war un- 
popular," ae "thinly veiled pro-German propa- 
ganda," etc, 
Speeches wore editorially 
com- 


mented on, though never made, in which we were 
alleged to.have favored a peace which would 


. leave Germany in possession of northern France. 
, Our motives were privately as well as publicly 


attacked. In various social organisations move- 
ments were initiated to force our resignations, 
And, in some instances, officers of these organ- 
izations, who believed themselves to he, and no 
doubt were, moved by friendly feelings, came to 
us secretly end advised us to resign in order to 
eac:ipe expulsion. 


Neverthaless, the propositions of our commit- 


tee, which appeared before your Committee a? 
well as before thc Senate Finance Committee 
received very wide public endorsement. Some 
four million people in different sections repre- 
senting all classes, from business men's clubs 
to church conventions, labor unions and farmers' 
associations, at or.ce passed resolutions endors- 
ing our recommendations. Thousands of letters 
many of them containing: contributions, flooded 
the committee's headquarters, and literally hun- 
dreds of patriotic newspapers 
published 
our 


brief a and advertisements without charge. 


Very much the same thing happened in the 


case of the Farmers' Non-Partisan League. 
It 


will be remembered that Mr. Townley, and oth- 
er leaders of that organization advocated con- 
scription of wealth, from the very moment the 
war began. Later on, they started an organized 
movement against the packer and miller profi- 
teers of the north and cental west. Although 
the \on-Pariisan League was absolutely patri- 
otic, although -its members bought liberty bonds, 
enlisted in the army and navy far above thc 
average, and offered to sell their grain and 
stock at a profit so small that the packers and 
millers were horrified at the idea cf themselves 
being obliged to conform to sucli low rates of 
return, they were accused of all kinds of iniq- 
uity. Some of their organizers were mobbed 
and beaten by masked men. 
?<lany leaders were 


arrested, and in some cases indicted for sedition. 
Their'houses were painted yellow, their business 
integrity was generally attacked; and a real 
doubt was injected into thc minds of many read- 
ers of metropolitan newspapers ns to whether 
th;-Non-Partisan League -wasBetter than a nest 
of anarchists und traitors. 


But the main body of the public was not 


deceived by the.se tactics. Thc Non-Parti- 
san League, instead of being decimated by 
profiteer drum Ore, steadily grew in mem- 
bership and influence; nnd it is today~the- 
dominant social as well as political force 
in thc agricultural districts where it is or- 
jranized. And now the report of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission on "Meat Packing" 
and "Flour" quite justifies Ihe public in its 
previously formed opinion that thc assault 
ici the Non-Partisan League's loyalty was 
engineered by people who were trying lo 
stiiro off uncomfortable exposures ns 
to 


their own.

The Older Wish. 


M 


OREOVER, we must remember that the 


profiteer's two conflicting wishes (the one 


to be patriotic and not exploit his country in war 
time, and the other to make money as fast as 
possible) are apt to be unequal in strength be- 
cause they are unequal in aje. His wish to be 
patriotic, in the sense demanded of good war-. 
time citizenship, is newly formed and compara- 
tively immature; it has grown too fast to be 
sturdy, and is still in a state of spindling ado- 
lescence, 
i 


The older wish, however—that of improving 


cne's economic status by every means that is 
not prohibited by statute or in open violation 
of common decency—lias been in 'existence a long 
time. It is strong with the strength of habit 
and vital in proportion to its very human moti- 
vation of acquiring; that which gives immunity 
from the common lot. The profiteer may know 
mentally, because a few unbusinesslike persons 
hove told him so. that he ought not to want to 
make money out of the war. 
But he knows in- 


stinctively and with the cumulative certainty of 
fixed purpose, that he docs want to make mon- 
ey out of it. And we need none of as feel sur- 
prised or shocked if, when the conflict between 
these two antagonistic forces within the profi- 
teer is over, the older of the two is found in pos- 
session of the field and in control of the nan's 
conduct, 


And yet I believe that, if the profiteer were 


directly appealed to by persons of authority, as 
for instance, the gentlemen forming your Com- 
mittee, he might, in many instances, be persuad- 
ed to act like a good loyal citizen. 
Such an ap- 


peal, of course, would not obviate the necessity 
of a drastic revenue bill, but it would, I think, 
ijiva the war r. stronger -mocr.l support in busi- 
ness circles, clarify thc atmosphere as to the ob- 
ligations of wealth in war time, and make prop- 
er revenue legislation a comparatively easy mat- 
ter.

UT TO return to Mr. Wilson's words, "The 
profiteering that cannot be got at by res- 


traints of conscience and IOVE of country can 
he got a; by taxation." Why not make an ef- 
fort to srot at :t both ways?

fliscussin.!? this proposal more widely, let r.io say, 
at this point, that I do not want to be under- 
stood as implying that nil corporations show. 
in the lists as having made big war profits are 
consciously "profiteers," or that all the man who 
control them are wilfully disloyal, in that they 
have sanctioned huge earnings at a time whan 
v.-.ir conditions give the government and public 
tlie right to buy necessaries at the lowest pries 
consistent with sound business.

EEDLESS to say, such a resolution would 


have to be accompanied by some kind of en- 


abling legislation, especially in order to permit 
.the government to receive voluntary contribu- 
tions, or elae a nominal consideration would 
have to be established similar to thc one dollar 
salary paid-to men who are today donating their 
services to the government for war work. Such 
a resolution would, I believe, result in affirma- 
tive patriotic action by many corporations whose 
directors and stockholders would be ready to ac- 
cept their war time responsibilities to their coun- 
try, if only they were clearly outlined to them. 
It is my belief, too, that purely as a business 
policy, compliance with such a resolution would 
bo far from unwise. For it would prevent strik- 
es, stabilize production and give the corporations 
that came under it a standing and degree of good 
will that might serve them in good stead in the 
crisis which reconstruction days, after the war, 
will unquestionably usher in. 
. As to fixing what is a proper sum to be re- 
tained for dividends, wnges and amortization 
funds, a company could under oath submit its 
figures to the Federal Trade- Commission, "or 
some similar body;*and get a decision as to 
what it was reasonably entitled to. And one 
advantage of this method of procedure would be 
that the earnings, approved by the government 
body consulted, could be governed by thc actual 
condition of thc company and its needs and pe- 
culiar trade position.
